It will be seen thut vrhile the failures in 
Canada for the ]t\r,t si.x tnoutlia aliow a 
large increase b.'tli in niiiiibor and aggro- 
gate liabilities, a.-i compared witli the same 
period of 188;i, yul the ratio of increase in 
both is viiry much below Ijiat of 1881, if 
compared witli 1882. It may be hoped, 
therefore, that the. downward course is 
about run, and that hard pan is about 
readied. One thing is shown clearly, 
however, and tiiat is tlie fact that the bad 
harvest of last season, to wliieli so much 
of the trouble has been ascribed, has only 
been an assisting cause, not a primary one; 
troubles were increasing in the greatest 
ratio before & bad harvest had oc- 
curred. If too much has been laid 
to a bad harvest, it in ai.su quite easy to 
expect too much of a gixid ouo. With re- 
gard to the record of the last six inunths 
in Canada it must be reinoniberiid that 
troubles of i^reat niaj^'iiitude wliieh would 
have increased lariji'ly the liabilities if not 
the number of faihirea have been jiust 
prevented from devolnping sutlioiently to 
bo numbered aiiiony these. Tlio.so troubles 
are not yet liiially ilispuatid uf. It was 
owing to the fact tiiat similar troubles 
could not be postponed in Nsw York that 
the record of failures in the United States 
shows so much worse than that of Canada. 
There the ratio of inereaae of liabilities 
has been greater durini,' the past six 
months than it was duriiiy the same period 
of 188;i. The failures on Wall street and 
through Wall street uf certain banks are 
Teaponsiblo for the great proportion of the 
increase. Faihires of monetary institu- 
tions in Canada h.asc heen prevented, but 
jiouidulion \\[\^, t'* ■ .'"rtiu?! (?e^!''_*e, 'oc- 
curred, and will stiix occur. That siulJeu 
and immediate liiiuulatinu has been pre- 
vented may be a sign rather (jf weakness, 
or, at least, of fear of weakness, in the 
general situation oq the part of those who 
understand it best. The crop prospects 
are, as a whole, ijood, ami a more cheerful 
feeling reasonably prevails, but caution 
and carefulness are more than ever neces- 
sary. 

TEE CHINESE COMMISSoN. 

It was not to be expected that, the 
editor of the Standard would be dissatis- 
fied with the composition of the Chinese 
commission. The largest holder of Chi- 
nese tenement property in the eity, he 
has ^strong personal interest in having 
the inquiry prove a failure.

Every lioUier of (Jh iiie.se-occupied 
property in British Columbia will applaud 
the words of our contemporary; but will 
the workingmen whose bread is snatched 
from their mouths by the tenants of our 
amiable contemporary applaud, tool We 
think not. On the one hand there stand 
a few men who are growiiiy rich by letting 
their properly to Chinese. On the other 
are several thousand workingmen whose 
labor isata discount because they have to 
oompat€f with the Ohineae . The tenement 
owners will see to it that their interest 
shall not sulFer fnmi the comrais.siDii; but 
in the absence uf a local representiLtive the 
workingmen will be heavily handicapped. 
Two years and ahnlf n^o Sir .John Alac- 
donald stated in the house that tlie gov- 
ernment had never been informed that 
there waa any objection in Hriti-iliColumbia 
to the preieiice of the Chinese. tSince the 
Ottawa delegation has been changed and 
the present government came into power, 
Sir John has been forcibly reminded thai 
the Mongolian is tolerated in British Co- 
lumbia, not liked. The commission has 
sprung from these representations; and it 
will be a pity if at least (Jiie nominee of 
the local government is not placed on the 
board. The Chinese tenement owners 
are active and their organ nhorts by its 
articles that they realize the situation and 
are prepared to go to any length to keep 
their houses rented. The workinijnien 
should be (!(|ually active in [H'esainii their 
case. 

MONTANA'S BENDS 

At the result of a series of carefully iii- 
gtitutod inquirie.'i, and a tabut atioii of their 
showing, it appears that there were in the 
territory of Montana on the first cjf last 
.January some 850,000 head of c;ittle in 
all. Since that date it is estimated that 
100,000 have been shipped into iJie tor 
ritory, more than 90,000 liuve been driven 
in, and there lias been a natural increase 
of over 200,000 in calves. On the op- 
posite side of the account are to be placed 
losses of 40,000, probably GO.OOO shipped 
to market and 20,000 alauithtored in the 
territory. The net result is an increase 
of about :!2,"),01X) head.

Cliolera h.is ap- 
peareil at Spezzia, Italy, carried (here by 
Italian workmen from the arsuel at Toulon. 
The inhabitants are in a state of panic. 

LivKiiPooi-, July 2G. — It turns out on ex- 
amination that O'Brien of tho St. Dustan 
crew, who was seized with cholera symp- 
toms in this city last night, was suffering 
from .simple colic, which is very prevalent. 

WAisaiNuTON, July 2(5. — Surgeon-General 
Hatniltou received to- day a copy of a letter 
dated July 19th, from Dr. J. B. Rease, who 
attended the .Mipjuised cholera case on board 
the Katie 1'.

A bad old woman has been arrested in 
New Y'ork city. She is known as tho 
Queen of thieves, and for twenty-five 
yoara has carried on a most successful 
busiueaa as receiver of stolen goods — ailka, 
diamonds, and in fact the whole swag of a 
burglary. She is known by iiauiu to 
every thief .and detective iu the United 
States, and iiaa rtsceived plunder from 
nearly every city in the coun'ry, secured 
by traveling gangs of prefessional thieves. 
.-Vll tho noted burglars, sneak thieves, 
shoplifters and second story climbers hiivo 
been connected with her, some time or an- 
other — that is all the first class thiuvea, in 
their special branches. Whenever thieves 
wanted ready money they applied to her 
for it, and she always had it. She had 
rooms for atoring goods in New York, 
Brooklyn, Hobokoii, Paaaaic and other 
towns. She weuid stick to her thieves 
whenever they were under arrest until all 
chances of acquittal ur esonpe were gone; 
she selected counsel fur them, and fur- 
nished all money reiiuired. For a loni» 
time it has been undoi.stootl that uo asaist- 
aiico could be expected from the police in 
bringing the woman to justice. She was 
only arrested after months of inceaaaiit 
and the moat adroit detective work. Sev- 
eral exciting scenes follo;^od her arrest.

Mr. Stiuford Fleming, C. M. G., has 
just published a new volume entitled 
'•England and Canada, a summer tour 
between QUI and New Westminster" 
with hi.storical note.s. (Moiili-eul, Daw 
sou Bros.; Toronto, Roiosell d^Uvtcheson, 
I <f)ic/ Williaimon if" Co.) and -we wel- 
j come it with satisfaction that arises 
1 from the convioiiou that the work is 
.sure to bo weli done. Mr. Fleming is 
i not only an lingiueor of uncoiuiiion 
j capacity, a man of soieiico whose merits 
I are recognized widely, u jirojector of 
' railway and telegra[ili eiiter[)rises of 
I great luagiiitude, but he is also, as Mr. 
i Mclveiizie himself admitted, an author 
j of much skill even in nflicial reports. 
I His reports of 1871, 1S77, aiul one of 
j ISHl on tho Pacific Railway were vol- 
uniey of valuable character. His 'Work 
] on the history of tlio Intercolonial Rail- 
[ way is also a most rcatlalilo and import- 
am book. Few ineii of such attaiii- 
iiient.s liave lii^eti .so modest in tlisjilay- 
] ing thoiii. Few inon liaviuL' for years 
I such oiioriiious practical resiioiisibilities 
could have retained so completely the 
single niiiidediiCBS of the man of letters 
' antl science. The present volume is 
dedicated to the Marquis of Iiorne. It 
is, a.s the title shows, a record of a 
fiuiiiiner tmir which took bitii lirst from 
Halifax to Loiuloii, and then from 
Loii'loii, to Hi'itish ('oluinliia. Priu- 
ciiial (.ij'iint, 111 Ilia lectures and essays 
ill "The Week" has given us already a 
good deal of information concerning 
the trip. Mr. Fleming's volume will bo 
read with inucli interest as giving the 
views of the man of affairs and of 
sciencocoiicerning, esnecially, the north- 
west. Ill this issue we shall have to 
confine ourselves to the eastern part of 
tlie record. 

.Mr. Fleming's views on the relative 
piiliticiil status of Kiiglishnieii and 
C'aiiadiaiis are sound. "Tlu; people of 
t'aiiada and of I'^iigland ditl'er us the 
current coin of the rtuiliii dillers. While 
in the currency there' are dissiniilafities 
of iiatiie, of value, of colour, and metal, 
all are impressed with the stamp ofthe 
onn Sovereign; ho in the people there 
are diversities, but all can be recogniz- 
ed as British sul'jccts" Ami wt; will 
add to that description of British Kin- 
pire: "British Columbia is the vouiig- 
est colony of tlie Em [lire, and until re- 
cently was practically the iiiost distant 
from the imperial centre. Its chief 
city bears the name Her Majesty. The 
sun docs not rise in Victoria, the capi- 
tal of British Columbia, until eight 
boura after it gilds the the towers of 
\\'e8tiniii.ster. One-third of the coin- 
plet circle of globe separates the 
Imperial capital from tli<) capital of 
the Pacific Provinct;; iiut no land in- 
tervenes that is not riiitish and the 
whole distance is under the shadow of 
the one national flag." That is au in- 
spiring thought, and Mr. Fleming puis 
it in stately and dignified language. — 
Toronto Mail.
